cratic national committee met here to-day 
and selected Chicago and July 8 as the place 
and da‘e of the national democratic conven- 
tion. The location of the convention at Chi- 
cago is regarded as a victory for the conserva- 
tiveelement of the democtatic party. It is 
claimed by superficial ohservers as a McDon- 
ald victory. but the attitude of Randall and 
otber well Known friends of Payne insure 
that thisection increases his chances. Mor- 
rison is dis'ressed because his most enthu 
siastic friends in congress and on the 
committee were for St. Louis. The eastern 
men are industriously pinning to the Payne 
poom in the interest of Flower, Cleveland, 


Slocum, and other men in that section who 
are available for the vice-presidency. A\l- 
together, the action of the committee is most 
satisfactory to the congressional leaders. It 
isteken a8 meaning a safe ticket. The mem- 
bers of the committee refuse to express a 
preference as to the nomination, still there is 
much talk of the old ticket, Tilden and Hen- 
dricks, and the prevailing opinion is that it 
will win if boisted.

The following cali was presented by the ex- 
ecutive commitiee and agreed upon: ‘The 
national democratic committee, having met 
in the city of Washington on the 22d day of 
February, 1884, bas appointed Tuesday, the 
sth day of July next, at noon, as the time, 
and chosen the city of Chicago as the place,oi 
ho'iding the national democratic conventir ua. 
Each state is entitled to representation there- 
in equaljto double the number of senators and 
representatives in the congress of the 
United States. The democrats of each 
organized territory and the District of Co- 
lumbia are invited to send two delegates sub- 
ject to the decision of the convention as to 
theiradmission All democratic conservative 
citizens of the United S:ates, irrespective of 
past political associations and ditferences, 
who can unite with us in an eftort for a pure, 
economical and constitutional government, 
are cordially invited to join in sending dele~ 
gates tothe convention. The call,wag signed

| BISMARCK’S LETTER. 


TO B& UNGRACIOUS. 


What the German Press Has to Say of ‘the Incident— 
Minister Sargent Unfurls the American Fleg— 
An American German Believes Bismarck 
Wants to Engage in War. 


Lonpon, February 22.—The Times has a 
long, leading article upon the Lasker inci- 
dent. Itsays, ‘‘At last Bismarck has obtain- 
ed an opportunity to show his dislike ot a 
j country which annually robs him of thous- 
ands of conscripts. Congress was ill advised 
in sending the resolution. Prince Bismarck 
was upgracious in returning it. Granting, 
however, that Bismarck was right in refusing 
to praise Lasker, his organs are wrong in re- 
viling Minister Sargent. The Jatier was only 
obeying his government, and this is no reason 
‘why he should be held up, in defiance 
of international courtesy and almost 
of international law, to the contempt of 
the German people. Itissaid that Sargent 


is hardly careful enough of the forms and 
ceremonies to please a court so formal as 
Berlin. But a worse moment to try and 
induce him to resign could hardly have been 
chosen tban the present, when his resignation 
would still further strain the relations of the 
two countries, which ought to be on excellent 
terms.”’ 


THE GERMAN VIEW. 

Beauty, February 22.—The Deutsche Tage- 
blatt, commenting upon Bismarck’s dispatch 
to Mr. Van Eisendecker, says: It leaves the 
deceased statesman, Lasker, at rest, and ac- 
cepts in a friendly spirit the foreign recogni 
tion of Germany’s personal inequalities.

Minister Sargent, in transmit- 
ting the resolutions, may have improved the 
opportunity tooffend Bismarck, who com- 
pletely disregarded him in _ returning 
the resolutions, and instead of  pla- 
cing them in his hands, returned them 
through the German representative at 
Washington. Bismarck is under the mistaken 
jm pression thatSargent, instead of communi- 
cating the action of the German authorities 
on the pork qugsiion direct to the secretary 
of state, first m#@le it known to the newspza- 
pers, the criticisms of some of which appears 
to have highly incensed the prince ”’ 

‘Do you suppose Bismarck will attempt to 
interfere with the frienaly intercourse be- 
tween the two countries?”’

THE FALLO’ TOKAR., 


Terrible Excitement ‘hreugheut Esgiand on the 
Dicaster. 

Lonpon, February 22.—The Daily Tele- 
graph this morning reports the surrender of 
the garrison at Tokar. The Times coxfirms 
this report. Five soldiers have arrived in 
Suakim, from Tokar, and brought news of 
the surrender of thattown. They report that 
rebels beset the townand kept up a constant 
fire of artillery and rifles. On Tuesday the 
‘garrison, seeing the’ necessity of conferrisg 
with the rebels, Yakoof and Maccaini Eff- 
endi, chiefof the police, with ajsergeant of ar- 
tillery, went out and hada conference with 
the rebels. On their return they informed 
the garrison that they must surrender their 
arms on Thursday. Many of the sgeldie:s 
murmured at this, and a large proportion of 
them escaped during the night, but as the 
conference had arranged, Tvkar was surrend- 
ered on Thursday. On receiving the news of 
the surrender of Tokar, Earl Granville, for- 
eign secretary of state, instantly summoneda 
cabinet council. 

The greatest excitement prevails tbrough- 
out London, and in parliament, at the news 
of the surrender of Tokar. The ministers 
are only able toconfirm the special dispatches. 
Another account of the surrender has bern 
received from Suakim, which says that Mac 
caivi, governor of Tekar, and Yakoob, with 
150 soldiers, left the fort Wednesday and had 


a parley with the rebels. When they 
re'urned to town they announced 
that they were going to surrender 


themselves. This caased great commotion, as 
many of the garrison refused te give way to 
dispair, but still had hopes that succor could 
reach themin time. Their murmurs, how- 
ever, were of no avail, and the rebels’ terms 
were finally aecepted. It is not believed that 
the rebels put the population to the sword for 
itis understood that the conditions of sur- 
render provided that their lives should be 
spared. Earl Granville has received a dispatch 
from the British consul at Suakim, to the 
effect that only these of the garrison of Tokar 
who had wives, have surrendered to Osman 
Digma. The remainder are trying to reach 
Suakim. General Graham, commander-in- 
chief of the proposed Tokar relief expedition, 
announces by telegraph his arrival at 
Suakim. He states that no ‘re- 
port of the actual surrender of Tokar 
has yet been received. The troops were being 
landed at Tinikat with the utmost rapidity. 

Tweive hundred British troops are now at 
Suekim, and 3,200 at Trinkat. Tbe governor 
of Kassata favors E] Mahdi and would rather 
evacuate the town than fight him. A portion 
of the Khartoum garrison has left that,town. 
Thirty-nine bundred biacks remain at Khar- 
toum and 3 000 at Sennar. 

THE MINISTERIAl CONFERENCE. 

The ministerial conference on the fall of 
Tokar was of short duration. An adjourn- 
ment was taken until to morrow, pending the 
receipt of further confirmatory advice, The 
marquis of Hartington, secretary of state for 
war, afterwards held a consultation at the 
war office with the duke of Cambridge, com- 
mander-in chief ot the forces,and General Lord 
Wolseley, adjutant general. It is reported 
that Wolseley advises that the campaign be 
continued against Osman Digma, in order to 
prevent the rebels marching north upon 
Berber, and that a detachment be sent to re- 
lieve the garrison at Kossola. Gordon tele- 
graphed instructions to’ Admiral Hewitt, 
commander at Saukim, to caii‘a conference 
of sheikhs of the tribes between Suakim and 
Massawah, for the purpose of arrangirg terms 
of peace, and aslsoto ask Osman Digm to 
meet Gordon at Kharioum. Admiral Hewitt, 
not seeing his way cleac to act upon the in- 
structions, referred the dispatch to the hom@s 
government. 

FIGHTING IN CONGO LAND. 

Lonpon, February 22—Aivices from Bt. 
Paul de Loanda give further particulars of 
the recent fizht between whites and natives 
at Muculla. ‘The natives objected to the 
agent of the Dutch tactory at Muculla em- 
ploying Krooboys, and eight hundred of them 
attacked the factory, which was defended 
with four cannon and one hundred well 
armed men. During the fight a large num- 
ber of natives took shelter behinda powder 
magazine. The defenders of the factory then 
fired into the magazine, which explode , 
killing many of the natives. The fignt was 
continued for several hours, when the natives 
withdrew, leaving forty dead. 

AN INDIGNANT PRINCESS. 

Lonpon, February 22 —t is reported that 
the Princess Marie, widow of Prince Henry, 
of the Netherlands, feels tnat she has been 
slighted by the Datch courtand will return 
immediately to Berlin. The Princess Marie 
was born in 1855 and is the daughter of 
Prince Frederick Charles of Prussia, whose 
wife recently left him. She was the second 
wife of Prince Henry, to whom she was mar-

RUGG CAUGHT IN CHURCH.

New York, February 22 —Rugg, the stran. 
gler, the murderer of Mrs. and Miss May bee, 
the brutal assailant of Mr. and Mrs. Towns- 
hend, the aged couple, who siili jinger at the 
doors of death and lunacy from their terrible 
beating, and the attempted murderer of Mr, 
Lelah Sprague, all well-to-do and respected 
inhabitants of hitherto peace‘ul Long Island 
villages, has been at last recaptured. The 
intense excitement which has agitated every 
village of Long Island since Jast Sun- 
day has now given way toa feeling of relief, 
From the outset it was taken for granted 
that the desperado was hiding in the woods, 
anda prompt search and.a general alarm 
were at once institu'ed on this theory, and 
the work was crowned with success to-day. 
About 12:40 o’clock, this afternooa Se t 
W bitcomb and three Long Island city police 
men, while prosecuting the chase for the ruf- 
heard that ugg Or some one 
his description had slept 
in cburch at Win- 
field on Monday night. Upon leaving he 
took with hima piano cover. A stone and 
some crumbs of crackers he lett behind as a 
souvenir of his visit. The sergeant thereupon 
visited St. Paul’s church at Woodside. On the 
road thither he met Edward Twaddell, the 
principal of the public school, who volun- 
teered to enter the church by way of the win- 
dow, as upon reaching the sacred edifice, the 
party were informed that the door was barri- 
onmes fromtheinside.

Ashe wentin hesawa 
negro go out by the door leading tothe 
churchyard, §The police officersand citizens 
had surrounded the church to prevent the 
escape of Rugg. He, however, jum;ei over a 
fence and Sergeant Whi'combe fired at him, 
but missed. He then fo!lwed him,but fell, in 
ciimbing afence, and broke his leg. Mr, 
Twaddell then took up the persuic of the 
fugitive, who ran toward Woodside depot 
and ovetook him about’ two heakenl 
yards from the church. Rugg seemed 
to be unable to make any _ resistanc 
and was held by Twaddell until the arriva 
of the officers. His hands were pinioned 
behind him, and be was taken to the depot, 
followed by almost the entfre populace of the 
village, shouting and hooting. -He was 
brought here on the 1:20 train. A large crowd 
gathered, a3 soon as the news became known, 
and the officers were compelled to take their 
prisoner to the Robinson house, and from 
there through a rear door to a carriage. It 
was feared that an attempt would be made to 
lynch him. Rugg bad no hat or coat, and 
wore a pair of blue overalls belonging to 
Edward Hare, of Woodside. He is now safely 
lodged in the county jsil. 3

An English Orank Wno ‘hisks Me Helde a Lever 
Underthe Uni ed Mates. 


Wasuineton, February 22—Copies of a 
pamphiet entitled, ‘‘The VUonfederate Debs 
and Private Southern -Debts”’ by J Barr 
Robertson, (London, February lst, 1884), have 
been received by the members of cungress, 
Che writer’s conclusions are given in his in- 
troduction. He says: ‘‘I have no pretensions 
whatever to be alawyer, and therefore the 
following observations must be regarded as 
simply and solely those ofa fivancier anda 


man of business. Theconciusions arrived 
at in the following pages are 
that the confederate states had 


only belligerant and rot international rights: 
that the the confederacy, being an iitleg ] 
corporation according tothe United States 
laws, could not issue bonds which would be 
valid ggainst either the United States or the 
legal state governments of the south; that 
therefore neither the cotton bonds nor dol- 
lar bonds have any validity’ whatever asa 
confederate debt in the absence of the con- 
federacy; that there is nothing in the opin- 
ions and cases adduced in support of the 
bonds which really conflict with 
this view of their illegality on the United 
States; that the equities arising out of the 
original controversy between the north and 
south, not being eognizable by any court, are 
reserved as a subject matter for consideration 
by the United States, and are therefore out- 
side the scope of the present discussion, and 
that there isin the dollars bonds an omitted 
international claim against the Uai- 
ted States for the payment of private 
debt owed by southern citizens to Europeans 
at the beginning of the war, and which are 
now represented by dollar bonds, that were 
sent to them as the unly means of remittance 
from the southern states, and that these debts 
and claims of southern citizens not engaged 
in war, and of Europeans for property taken 
by force, and for which confederate bonds 
were compulsorily tendered, are notin any 
way affected by the fourteenth amendment, 
— therefore, ought to be paid by the United 
tates.

Whitaker, so he Says, 
did not think Johns was hurt, and grabbing 
him by the arm began shakingand caliing 
him. " Receiving no reply Whitaker became 
alarmedand hurriedly leaving the buildi:g ren 
rapidly to.his home, a distance of a half mile; 
Nera he informed his parents that he had 

Mied Frank Johns, His father, 


then went to the engineer and told him what 
had happened. The engineer visited the 
room and quickly ascertained that Johns wss 
really dead. He then sent word to his father 
who lived nearthe mili and cauzed Whit- 
aker tobe retained until the coroner could 
arrive. The inquest was held yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the principle witness introduc- 


ed was Whitaker, whose testimony has’ been 


outlined. On Jobns's face there were several 
severe bruises, but Whitaker claimed that 
these were inflicted during the scuffle, In 
Johns’s pocket were found the tobacco and 
Whitaker's knife, the last he placed there 
immediately after taking it from W biteker, 
before the scufile began. An examination of 
the wound showed that the ball had entered 
Johns’s left breast near the nipple, and that it 
had passed entirely through, making an exit 
near the backbone. The wound was of such 
&@ nature as to produce instant death. 

In Whitaker’s pants pocket there was a bul- 
let hole and the pocket was badly scorched 
by the powder. The engineer testified to the 
part otthe story accredited to him, and the 
jury returned a verdict of death by acci- 
dental shooting. Whitaker was then released 
and Johns’s body taken away by bis parents 
Everybody who knows the twodarkies and 
who is acquainted with their past relations 
are inclined to believe Whitaker’s story.

CONVICT LABOR. 


THE COUNCIL DISPOSE OF COUN- 
CILMAN MICKLEBERRY. 


The Special Committee Makes Two Reperts and 
Counciiman Gray Submits His Views—The 
Majority Report is Adepted—Couneil 
Fails to Agree With Mr. Gray, 


The convict labor question which has been 
agitating the city council for néarly a month 
was settled last night, forthe present at any 
rate, at an adjourned session of the council 
held in Mayor Goodwin’s office. | 

The question bas been a perplexing one to 
the city legislators since its origin. Some 
three weeks ago the question was opened by 
the following ordinance introduced by Coun- 
cilman Mickleberry, of the fourth ward: 

se it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of Atlanta—ection 1, That from ard 
after the passage of this ordinance the com- 
missioners of streets and sewers, or other body 
authorized to make and receive any bids or 
awards for permanent etreet improvement, 
shail not entertain any bids made by any 
person or cOmpany that use convict labor, 
either in the original quarrying of rock or 
other work of that character, whether inside 
or outside the city; nor in baying said work 
done on the streets in saidcity. It being the 
intent of this ordinance to exclude convict 
labor in the use of Be'gian biock, macadam 
or other permanent street work. 

Second, The commissiouers of streets and 
sewers shail make it one of tne conditions of 
the contract in all permanent street work, 
that convict labor sbail not be used in 
any event wi lh the prison or company eb- 
guging todosaid work or with whom any 
coutract as to improvements of the street 
shall be made. 

The ordinance on its second reading, led to 
a general discussion, and whiletse discussion 
was in progress Councilman McAfee intro- 
duced an amendment as foliows: 

By inserting after the words ‘permanent 
street improvement’ and before the words 
‘shall not’’ in said original ordinance the 
following words, to-wit: ‘‘Laying sidewalks, 
constructing sewers or other public work.”’ 
And by inseriing after the words ‘‘quarrying 
of rock”’ and before the words ‘‘or other work”’ 
in said origina! ordinance the following words 
to-wit: ‘‘or making brick.” 

The amendment only increased the debate 
and at the adjournment of the session the 
entire question was referred to a special com- 
mittee composed of Alderman Healy, Coun- 
ciimen McAfee, Cooper, Mickleberry and 
Gray. The session las: Snight was for the 
purpose of hearing the report of that special 
committee. The meeting was attended by 
every member except Alderman Siockdell, 
and after calling the body to 
order his honor stated that 
its prime object was the consideration of 
the convict labor question. 

Councilman McAfee, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee, arose and announced that 
the committee could not agree and that two 
reports had been matured and that he alone 
had signed the minority report. 

Counci]man Cooper read the majority re- 
port which was: 

To the honorable mayor and general coun- 
cil—Your special committee to whom was 
refered ail papers relating to the 
convict labor question beg leave 
toreport. We are agreed that convict labor 
is demoralizing in its tendency, is inimical to 
the best interest of our city, and should not 
be allowed to compete wito free labor. The 
city attorney, however, having sunmitted an 
opinion wherein he establishes the proposi- 
tion that your body has no power in the let- 
ting of contracts toexclude any bidder, at 
least in the abrence of Jegislative authority 
to do so, and baving raised adoubt in the 
minds of the committee’ in the 
premi-es, We therefore recom- 
mend that each ordinance submitted be with- 
drawn from the consideration of the body. 
We cannot close ths report without direct- 
ing attention to this needed amendment to 
our city charter, and sugg+sting that it be 
given the attention 1's meri:s demand.

deem proper in each particular piece of work

1 directattention to a needed amendment 
to the city charter and suggest thatthe whole 
matter be regulated by proper and distinct 
legislative enactment. 

fhe chairman recommends that as early as

While the chairman of the committee is of 
the opinion that there is noinhibition against 
the city to pass the ordinance in question 
providing for the exclusion of convict labor 
and the use of convict material, yet in view 
of possibie delay to collection which might 
arise, we deem it to the best interest to leave 
the matter as herein above provided. ke- 
spectiully submitted. J. M McArEr 

Hardiy had councilman McAfee taken his 
seat before Councilman Gray, who signed the 
majority report, arose and read the following: 

Tuo the Honorable Mayor and General 
Counc'!|—Gentiemen: I donot differ materi- 
ally, if atall, with my colleagues upon the 
subject matter under discussion. We are 
about agreed that there are legal obstacles in 
the way of the passage of the ordinance 
submitted by Counciiman Mickleberry, and 
we are agreed that convict labor, especially 
in work of a public nature, is demoralizing 
in its tendency, inimical to the best interesis 
of the city, and should not be allowed to 
compete with free labor. I go one siep fur- 
ther than they, and say, so far as we are able, 
we should remedy the evil. I therefore, not 
as a minority, but as an additional or supple- 
mental report suomit the foliowing as a sub- 
stitute, and recommend its passage: 

As a matter of public policy, in the interest 
of police regulation, and for the encourage- 
mencé of labor, it isordained by the mayor 
and general council of Atlanta— 

Section 1. From and after the passage of 
this ordinance there shall be incorporated in 
the specifications of all public work in said 
city, whether let to the highest bidder or by 
private contract or otherwise, the following 
clause, to-wit: ‘‘Noconvict labor shal! be 
used in executing this coniract, and a viola- 
tion of this stipulation shall release the city 
of Atlanta from all liability hereunder.’ 

Sec. 3. All ordinances or parts of ordi- 

nancesin conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 
Alderman Mecaslin immediately moved the 
adoption of the majority report and his mo- 
tion prevailed. Councilmen Gray then moved 
the adoption of his supplemental report, but 
the motion was lost. 

Councilman McAfee introduced the follow- 
iug reso/ution and after its first reading mov- 
ed that the rules be guspended in order that 
it might be placed on its passage:
